Many inquiries have been made In 
relation to cow peas, their relative 
value as feed to the average farmer 
and the advisability of gronbg them, 
and we take this method of answering 
the inquiries, ohd as well giving a little 
information to those who might be ih- 
terested in the feature. V ■ 

.There are at the present time £bout 
fifty varieties of cowpeos, generally 
known, but only a few of the best of 
these are extremely cultivated. Tbevar- 
ietiesdifferauchcharacteristics as habit, 
size, and earlineias and especially intha 
color of the seed, which are either en- 
tirely white, red, buff, black, blue or 
variously blotched or speckled. 

The varations in vines Is very mark- 
ed, being caused by the time of plant- 
ing, the nature of the season and the 
locality where grown. Early 

planting or a wet season easily 
result in a large growth of vines Many 
have used the varieties such as the 
Black Eye for table use, but only in a 
few localities is this practice extensive- 
ly followed.- -For forage purpose, the 
most valuable varieties are those which 
grow to large size, hold their leaves 
well and produce an abundance of pods. 
The most important of the varieties for 
! this purpose are described us follows. 

Whippoor wilU This variety is gener- 
, ally considered a standard of all field 
peas. It is suitable either for grain or 
hay production or ; both. It 
makes a vigorous growth, is faithly 
erect and still produces a large. amount 
of vines. It can readily be handled by 
machinery, which is bringing it more 
and more into prominence.'

Mo., Dec- 23.— Mis- 
souri will demand $20,000,000 from 13 
railroads, whoso Injunction against the 
operation of the law limiting rates ou 
passenger tralllc to two cents a mile, 
and tlie law fixing maximum freight 
rates, were ordered on Saturday dis- 
missed "without prejudice" by tho U. 
S. Supremo court. 

Papers In suits for $0,000,000, ask- 
ing $2,000i000 each from the Missouri 
Pacific, the Wabash and the Santa Ke, 
were sent by Attorney General liark- 
*er to the appropriate state courts. 

Federal Judge McPherson on Satur- 
day read from tho bench an order In 
conformity with the Supremo court de- 
cree, which ordered the dismissal of 
an lujuctlon granted In favor of 13 
roads against the operation of the two 
laws. 

Late In the day the Judge suspended 
tho entry of his decree until January 
10. The attorney for the railroads an- 
nounced that ho would advise his cli- 
ents to appeal to the United Slates 
Supremo court for a writ of nuinda- 
mus to compel the judge to retain 
jurisdiction over the suits, which 
should be filed to cover claims of 
overcharge by the railroads, covering 
the differences between the rates 
charged and tho rattfe under the laWs 
which wero upheld and dating from 
the Issuance of the Injunction. 

The rallroada had at tho morning 
hearing tried to have Judge McPher- 
son retain Jurisdiction over the suits 
and asked him to limit tho liability 
of each road to the $10,000 bond 
which It had filed to Indemnify per- 
sons affected. If the 'injunction suit 
wero lost. Tho Judge rcfusedi Had 
ho agreed It would havo made the 
maximum liability of tho 13 roads 
$130,000. 

. Between Judge McPherson'a actions 
In tho morning and his action late In 
the day» Attorney General Barker of 
this state announced from Jefferson, 
City the filing of a suit for $2,000,000 
against the Missouri Pacific. After 
Judge Mcpherson's later action, Mr. 
Darker announced that ho would file 
similar suits against the other . 12 
roads. That would make a total of 
$26,000,000 sought by tho state of Mis- 
Bourl. 

Papers In a suit for $2,000,000 
against the Wabash railroad were sent 
to La Plata.

Both Sides LoBo Heavily— American 
. Experts Say Battle Proves 
Aeroplane's Value. 

Madrid, Doc 20.— Moorish tribes- 
men wore routed with heavy loaa by 
the Spanish troops at Muley Abaelam, 
Spanish Morocco, Thursday. 

Spanish military aviators threw tho 
Moors Into disorder with showers of 
bombs. 

Tho Spaniards attacked tho Moors 
with a brigade of sharpshooters, a bat- 
talion of infantry, four batteries of ar- 
tillery and a largo body of native aux- 
lliario'a. When tho order for tho gen- 
eral advance of tho Spanish column 
was given the advance guard discov- 
ered several thousand Moorish moun- 
taineers concealed In the Irregularities 
of tbo ground. A fiotllla of military 
aviators sent to reconnolter, by means 
of fiag signals guided the column of 
Spanish troops. A heavy artillery fire 
was opened by the Spaniards without 
effect. 

Tho aviators then aacendcd to an 
altitude out of range of rlUo fire and 
fiew directly over the places where tho 
Moors were in tho greatest numbers. 
Then came wUa^tho dispatches to the 
Spanish war office describes aa a "ver- 
itable rain of bombs, tossed by hand 
by the avlatora Into the midst of the 
Moors." ^ 

After this bombardment the Spanish 
Infantry charged wllh the bayonet and 
dislodged the Modrs from their posi- 
tions, causing them to fieo In great dis- 
order, leaving, large numbers of dead 
and wounded on the field.

WHahlngton, Doc. 20.— Tho new cur- 
rency bill was paaaod by tho aonato 
on Friday by a veto of G4 to 34. It 
waa backed by ,thf solid Domocrallo 
vote and six Republicans. 

Tho essential features of tho cur- 
rency bill as It passed tho senate are 
as follows: 

Secretary of tho treasury and two 
members of tho federal resorvo board 
constitute tho organization commlttoo. 
The commlttoo Is to dealgnate not 
lesB than eight nor moro than 12 ro- 
fiorvo districts. In each of which a fed- 
eral roservo bank Is to be ostabllshod. 
Every national bank la required and 
every eligible bank In tho Unltod 
States and every trust company In the 
District of Columbia la authorized to 
Blgnlfy In writing within alxty days 
after tho passage of tho actMta ao- 
ceptanco of Its terms. 

National bnrika aro required and oth- 
dTB aro permitted to aubacrlho to tho 
capital atock of tho reserve banks In 
a sum oqual to sIx/porcontT'of tho 
capital and surplus pf such banka, ono- 
Blxth to be payable on call, ono-slxth 
within three. months and one-sixth 
within six months, tho remainder sub- 
ject to call. 

Any national bank falling to slgtUfy 
Ha Intention to accept tho term^ of 
this act shall cease to act aa a reserre 
agent upon 30 days' notice. 

Any national bank falling within 
ono year to comply with any of tho 
provisions of tho.oct will forfeit Its 
charter and privileges under the na- 
tional bank act 

If^tho stock subscription by tho 
banks la not aufilclont In the judg- 
ment of the federal roservo board 
to provide proper capital tho stock 
may be offered to tho public, the max- 
imum BUbacrlptlon being $10,000. 

Minimum capital of reserve banks 
Is fixed at $3,000,000. 

Each reserve bank must establish 
reserve branches within Its federal re- 
serve district at such places as aro ap- 
proved by tho federal reserro 
board. 

There shall bo nine directors hold- 
ing oOlco for throo years, divided 
Into three classes, three to be chosen 
by the banks and tho representatives 
of tho stock-holding banks, three 
dioscn by the banks who at the time 
of their election shall be actively on- 
gaged In Jtholr district In coraraerc«. 
agriculture or somo other Industrial 
,purault, and three designated by tho 
federal reserve board. One of the laat- 
'named class Is to bo designated by tho 
federal board as chairman of the board 
of directors. of tho reserve bank. No 
director of the last two nomed clasaea 
can be a director, ofilcor, employe or 
Btockholder of any bank. 

After all cxpcusea have been met, 
atockholdora In reserve banks will re- 
ceive a six per cent division, which 
shall ho cumulative. Ono-half the net 
earnings above the expenses and divi- 
dend Is to bo paid Into a surplus fund 
until that fund amounts to 40 per cent 
of the pain In capital. 

Of the remaining half of tho excess 
half 50 per cent shall be paid to tho 
United States as a franchlao tax and 
one-half to the United States as trua- 
tue for tho benefit of depositors In 
failed member banks., 

The federal reserve board shall con- 
sist of seven membors. Including tho 
secretary of the treasury as an ex-of- 
ficlo member and six members ap- 
pointed, by the president, to bo con- 
firmed by the senate. .They are to bo 
BOlooted with due regard to a fair rep- 
roscntation of the different geographi- 
cal dlvlalons of the country. Their 
salary Is fixed at $12,000 a year and 
the terms are six years. 

Among the powers vested In the fed- 
eral reaervQ board aro: 

'fo require reserve banks to discount 
the discounted paper of other fcdoraj 
roservo banks at rates of Interest to 
bo fixed each week or oftener; to sus- 
pend for a period not exceeding thirty 
days and from time to time renew 
suspension for persons not exceeding 
fifteen days, any reserve requirement 
specified in tho act; to authorize 
members to ubo reaerves, ioderal re- 
Borve notes baaed on United States 
bonds , to the extent that the board 
may find necessary; to grant to na- 
tional bonks applying thorefor the 
right to act as trustee, executor, ad- 
ministrator or reglstror of stocki 
.and bonds.

London.— The meeting of nramwell 
and nnlllngton Hooth a few days ago 
after an estrangomont of many years 
has led to tho making public of many 
versions of tho controversy which cul- 
minated more thnn 17 years ago In the 
withdrawal of Ballington Booth from 
iho Salvation Army. Ilut tho truth ap- 
pears to bo that he resigned rather 
than leave America. Ho Imd conlract- 
ed an affection for tho country which 
made a permanent rcaldcnco else- 
where intolernblo to him. Mrs. Maud 
nnlllngton Booth' shared in hlB.dc- 
termination to remain in "tho land of 
the free and the home of tho brave." 

Early In tho year 189G tho author- 
ities at London decided that the two 
able leaders of the Salvation Army In 
America could do Invaluable aorvlce In 
another country, where. It waa said, 
tho cause showed symptoms of wan- 
Mg. They were notlfled to ■'farewell." 
This warning cam© as a shock to the 
young Booths and their American 
friend a. 

Of courao when Ballington Booth 
was "sworn In" he promised to obey 
hla superior offlcera, to accept with- 
out demur or question of any kind any 
RBslgnmont that might bo given him 
».nd to completely efface himself If 
f eomed essential to tho promotion of 
tho cause. This oath is taken by every 
man and woman commlaalonod to 
servo the organization. The children 
of the- founder woro expected to adhere 
even more tcnacioualy to tho princi- 
ples Inculcated by the Salvation Army 
than those who were not connected by 
the ties of blood with the general. 

But Ballington Booth thought tho 
exigencies of tho American situation 
would Jubtify a departure from ^tho 
rule of unquestioning obedience which 
wna establlahed when the Salvation 
Army was In Its swaddling clothes.

Decreailng. 

Berlin.— The population of Berlin Is 
decreasing. Not only are the laboring 
classes moving out to the country to 
And work, but the wealthy are forsak- 
ing the city for more pretentious 
homes In the nearby auburbs. Tho 
exodua haa been ao steady during tho 
past eight months that Berlin today 
has over 41,000 less Inhabitants than 
It had on March 1. 

The presont year Is tho only ono to 
Bhow a docreoso in population slnco 
1873. For 8l.x years past the rate of 
Increase has been comparatively alow, 
but aa recently as 190G there waa a 
gain of 54,000 In 12 months. Xo\v the 
tide has turned the other way. and the 
municipality Is alarmed over the de- 
parture of 19 millionaires, in the Gen 
man senae, in tho three months ended 
Juno 30. The city's tax receipts are 
correspondingly reduced. 

The loss this year appears to be not 
wholly due to the movement of the 
people Into Into suburban towns, for 
such prosperous neighbors as Char^ 
lottenburg and Schoeneberg also show 
small losses, and the gains In other ad- 
jacent municipalities are not largo 
enough to account for the removala 
from the capital. Tho demand for la- 
bor In greater Berlin thla year haa 
been very slack, and in splto of the 
emigration to fields where work can 
be secured, the number of the un- 
employed is aasuraing alarming proper- 
tiona. Even the building tradea, which 
normally employ many thousands, re- 
port very limited activity.
